In the old days when Judge Colt 
and Judge Lynch sat on the bench and 
California had but a dozen or so laws 
these conditions would not have been 
permitted. That being the case, why 
should they be permitted today when 
we have both laws to prevent them 
and officers to enforce the laws? 

Something must be done, and done 
at once. Next time {t may be your 
wife and children, or mine, and are we 
going to stand it? Well hardly. 

We have always advised our readers 
and friends to abide by the law and 
still do so, but here seems to be a 
growing unrest in regard to the wilful 
murders that are committed by those 
who persist in driving while in a 
drunken condition. Some are in favor 
of organizing into an old time Vigi- 
lance Committee to put a stop to the 
condition existing. It may come to that 
No man will see his wife and children 
or his parents shot down, or killed in 
any other manner, and it will be the 
same in the automobile case. 

Our state senators and assembly- 
men should be called upon to pass a 
law imposing the death penalth on the 
drunken driver who kills, and then 
men who have the ability and nerve to 
enforce the law should. be elected to 
office and out troubles of this kind 
would be over, no need for violent 
action at all. 


Last Friday the case of Josephine 
Grant who was arrested for driving 
while intoxicated came up _ before 
Judge Percy O’Connor in aSn Jose 
and on motion of the prosecuting at- 
torney was dismissed for lack of evi- 
dence. 

According to the San Jose Mercury- 
Herald three charges were the result 
of an accident when the Grant car col- 
lided with a car driven by C. E. Smith. 
Smith pursued the Grant car five 
blocks to the main corne rof town and 
requested a policeman to arrest Miss 
Grant, the officer complied and drove 
her to the police station in her own 
car. At the police station she was giv- 
en the sobriety test by the City Phy- 
sician and he signed a certificate that 
she wa sintoxicated. 


In her car police said they found a 
partly filled bottle labeled gin, and two 
full bottles labeled chamapgne and 
Scotch whiskey. 

With all this in view Miss Grant 

was released with a suspended sent- 
ence of $50 for reckless driving. 
..In the Southern part of the state a 
short time ago a man and woman, 
both intoxicated, ran down a woman 
and her daughter, killing the mother 
and seriosly injuring the girl. When 
the man, who was ariving, came to 
trial he was turned loose because no 
one appeared against him. Hew in 
the name of common sense could they. 
They woman was dead and the girl in 
the hospital. 

We have at the present time one or 
two similar cases in our own county 
which are being watchec¢ with interest. 

If a man or woman stands on’the 
street corner with a gun and kills 
some one it is MURDER and ten to 
one the hang-man gets a job. 

Why should it be any different for 
the man or woman who wilfully gets 
drunk, gets under the wheel of an auto 
mobile and runs some one down? 

Any one who fills up on liquor does 
so knowing that the result will be 
that he or she does not know what 
they are doing, it is a premeditated
